CONGRESSMAN DINGLEYDEADiA 
FIGHT 
ON

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WASHINGTON, Jan. 13. 
Congressman 
Dlngley died nt 10:30 
p. in. 
'Nelson 
Dluglcy, Jr., Governor 
of Malno from 
1873 to 
1ST5, 
and Member of Congress 
from tho Second Congressional 
District 
of Malno since. 
1681, was born In Durham, 
Maine, 
In his 
grand- 
father Lambert's farmhouse, 
on tho 
banks of tho Androscoggin 
Ilher, February 15th, 1832, a son of Nelson and Jnno (Limbcrt) 
Dlngley. 
At 17 he taught a winter school 
In the town of China, 
fourteen 
miles from 'home, and continued 
to teach during 
wl li- 
tem whllo fitting for college. 
i:nturlng 
Watervlllo 
College, 
(now 
Colby University) 
In 1S51, 
ho remained 
thero a year and a half 
mid then 
became a etudent Jl Dartmouth 
College, 
from 
which 
Institution bo graduated 
in 1855.After 
leaving college, Mr. Dlngley 
studied law In 
1855-5- 
and In the latter year was admlttod to tho 
bar. 
Instead of entering upon tho practice of tho law, ho decid- 
ed to become a Journalist, 
for which 
profession 
ho always 
mani- 
fested a decided 
taste. 
In Scrtcmber, 
185C, 
ho 
purchased 
tho 
Lowlston 
Journal, of which 
he had 
been practically tho editor 
whllo studying lnw, and to which. 
In 
1861, ho added a dally 
edi- 
tion. 
In 1801, nt tho ngo of 29, ho 
was 
elected 
Representative 
from Auburn 
to tho Suite legislature. In which body ho at onco 
took 
high rank, was 
In 
1862 
and choson 
Speaker 
of 
tho Houeo nt tho session of 1863 
In 1863 ho removed to Iowlston, 
whero a few months after he was elected to tho Legislature and 
with the opening 
of the Lcglslatlvo 
session 
of 
1801 
was 
unani- 
mously 
Spoukor. 
He was elected 
to tho Houso twico 
subsequently, but declined 
the Speakership, 
preferring to 
bo on 
the floor. 
J 
In 1873 Mr. Dlngley was olected Governor 
of Maine by about 
10,000 majority. 
In 
1874 
ho was 
by over 
11,000 
ma- 
jority, declining a third nomination 
In 1873. 
In 1881. Mr. 
Dlng- 
ley was nominated 
by tho Republicans 
of tho Second CoiigrosHlou-a- l 
District of Malue. 
JIo was elected 
by a majority of over 
5,000, 
nearly twice as largo as ever lieforo given 
to any candidate In 
that district. 
Ho was 
nine times. 
His first speech 
In 
Congress was made on April 25th, 1882, on "protection to American 
bhtpping." 
President McKlnley tendered 
the position of Secretary of tho 
Treasury to Mr. Dlngley, but ho declined 
tho offer, preferring to 
remain 
in Ills position as Chairman 
of 
tho 
Ways 
und 
Means 
Committee and 
floor-lead- 
er 
of the 
Republican 
majority 
of 
tho 
House. 
Under his leadership, the House, within sixteen days after 
tho 
Fifty-fift- h 
Congress 
was converted 
In extraordinary session, 
passed a bill revising the tariff. 
Mr. Dlngley was a Congrcgatlonallst 
In religion. 
Ho was mar- 
ried oh June 11th, 1857, to Miss Salome 
McKennedy, 
of Auburn, 
Maine. 
They had six children, of whom five survive. 


tho Philippines by the United States 
was not a direct act of conquest,
